The invention provides a method for keeping consumption equal to production to 
produce a stable economy free from recession and inflation, and eliminates the need for 
taxation and provides the necessary fiinding for all divisions of government to care for 
the general welfare, ftinding for rebuilding existing and new infrastructure, fiinding for 
education, universal health care and all the other services constituents depend on 
govemnient to provide.

Prospemomics allows eamings, the creator of wealth, to create 



new money whenever new eamings are made thereby allowing 



b. 



Prospemomics to keep the money supply equal to production 



which, in turn. 
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keeps consumption equal to production which 

prevents that recession, poverty, unemployment, hunger, 

homelessness, foreclosure, bankruptcy and repossession 

generated by a short money supply. 

and prevents inflation and 

establishes a stable economy 

free to grow much faster than current economies. 

Payors pay earners with a special Prospemomics or other money 

creating check, physically or electronically. 

The new money created by the special money creating checks 

pay for all earnings, and 

Increases the nation's money supply to keep it equal to those 
earnings, the cost of production. 

That portion agreed upon by the legislatures of the cameras city, 
county, state and federal government remains with the earner's 
and/or payor's bank as payment for the sustenance of the 
earner's and/or payor's bank. 

The remainder is sent by formula (to be agreed on by the 
earner's city, county, state and federal legislatures) by either the 
earner's bank, the payor's bank or the clearing house to the 
eamer's city, county, state and federal governments in lieu of 
taxes. 

This eliminates the need for taxes and government fees. 
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Such funding gives government approximately two (2) to three 
(3) times the revenue that governments get under today's 
conventional tax methods and 

Provides that no division of government shall depend on any 

other division of government for funding. 
By keeping the money supply equal to production Prospemomics 
will allow consumption to forever equal production and ensure 
that all recession, poverty, unemployment, hunger, homelessness, 
foreclosure, bankruptcy and repossession that is generated by a 
short money supply is forever eliminated. 

The last measure of this patent application provides for the 
elimination of inflation by making it a legal requirement that all 
price increases be approved by a division of government that will 
verify that each and every price increase is warranted and does 
not violate anti-trust laws or anti-gouging laws, 
using a predetermined percentage equal to the percentage of the 
total tax revenue that each division of government gets today 
with conventional taxation so that 

i. no division of government will be dependent on any 
other division of government for its funding and 

ii. all divisions of government will receive funding 
continuously throughout the year.. 



iii. Governments will receive about two (2) to three (3) 
times more revenue under Prospemomics than they 
receive under today's conventional taxation, 
s. Prospemomics ends the need for taxes and government fees, 

t. In addition to the above, a bank can issue a loan to an earner for 

his earnings and, following the same procedure as above, pay the 
earner's taxes singly, doubly or otherwise and keep the 
difference as payment for the service to the earner and the city, 
county, state and federal governments. 
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
